MONTANA MAY COME OUT ALL RIGHT 


The Two Dakotas and Washington Certainly 
Republican—South Dakota Goes for 
Prohibition. 


MINNEAPOLIS, October 2.—A staff corre- 
spondent of the Journal, who is looking after 
the election returns of North Dakota, sends 
the following from Fargo: Returns up to ll 
p’clock this morning from all the counties re- 
ceived at the headquarters of the re- 
publican state central committeee give 
Miller, republican, a majority over Roach 
for governor of 5,172. Miller runs . be- 
hind his ticket 2,000. The average republican 
majority is about 7,000, and Hansbrough’s ma- 
jority for congress will reach 8,000, E. 1. 
Goodkind, wholesale liquor dealer of Bis- 
marck, devoted special attention to the returns 
on the prohibition question, and has heard 
from every county. The returns show a total 
majority of 2,100 ‘against prohibition in the 
state. The republicans have elected ten sena- 
tors and eighteen representatives, and the 
democrats two s@nators and six representa- 
tivés. the others not being yet eutirely heard 
from. 

It was one o’elock this morning before the 
votes iu the various wards in Fargo were 
counted. Miller, republican, received 744 for 
governor to 630 east for Roach, democrat. The 
vote on congressman was about the same. Mc- 
Connell, democrat, is apparently elected dis 
trict judge over Newman, republican. The re- 
publicans haye no doubt elected their entire 
lecislative ticket in the various legislative dis 
tricts of this county, with the possible exception 
of Brandenburg, candidate for the sevate from 
the eleventh district.

THEY CARRIED WASHINGTON, TOO. 
fteturns Indicate a Pretty Clean Sweep for 

the Republicans. 

SeATrLe, Wash., October 2.—The vote is 
f4,000, as large as was expected. The election 
passed off very quietly, there being an eutire 
absence of rows at the poils. In the first ward, 
which, before the fire, was the most thickly 
populated part of the city, but which was en- 
tirely cleared away by the flames, the vote 
fell off three hundred. The legislative ticket 
is believed tobe republican throughout. W il- 
son will probably get a majority in the county 
of 1,000, and Ferry about the same.

Ls RR UTNE 
A PROHIBITION VICTOLY. 
South Dakota Dry by a Large Majority—And 
Republican Also. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., October 2.—The 
Evening Journal has a staff representtaive at 
Aberdeen, South Dakota, to collect and sum- 
marize the returns of yesterday’s election in 
that state and at 10:30 this morning he _ tele- 
graphs: Chairman C. F. McCoy, of the re- 
publican state central committee,{estimates 
this morni® that the republican state ticket 
is elected by abott 2,000°maiority; that prohi- 
bition carries by from 10,000 to 15,000 majoriiy: 
that Pierre has 25,900 votes for temporary 
capital with Auron a good second, and Sioux 
Falls third, with Watertown and Mitchell 
fighting for fourth place. Pierre will undoubt 
edly be the temporary capital. Thelarge vote 
east for Pierre surprised everybody. Even 
Minnehaha, the county of which Sioux Falls 
is the county seat, polled a large Pierre vote. 
This county (Brown) will show a prohibition 
majority of about 1,000 with a republican ma- 
jority of 1,500. The straight repumican ticket 
is elected in Davidson county and prohibition 
carries by 1,000 majority. Falk county went 
heavily for Pierre. McCook county, which is 
usually democratic, elects a full republican 
ticket. 

THE SCRAMBLE FOR THE CAPITAL. 

PIERRE, S. D., October 2.—South Dakota’s 
first state election descended to a degrading 
scramble for the capital location. There has 
been no fight on anything else. Melette is 
elected governor by over 2,000 majority, and 
Gifford gocs to corrgress. The republican ma- 


jority in the Jegislature will be at least sixty, 


insuring the election of two republican sena- 
tors. The vote was cnormous, probably 80,000, 
and the trade and sale of ballots was based on 
the capital fight. For the capital Pierre, Iu- 
ron, Watertown. Chamberlain, Sioux Falls 
and. Mitchell were entered. Reports 
received up to this morning _indi- 
cated a vote for Pierre of 26,000, 
Huron, 21,000; Sioux City, 11,000; Watertown, 
10,000; Mitchell, 7,000; and Chamberlain, 
5,000. All ante-election talk of fraud proved 
but wind. *The election Was very quiet, and so 
far as reported, no frauds were attempted and 
no tights permitted. 

Huron has not yet given up the fight, but 
this morning still claims to have secured the 
capital, as does also Sioux Falls. Owing to 
the great interest in the capital contest, but 
little attention was given to minority repre- 
sentation and it was doubtless defeated. 

Thedate of prohibition hangsin the balance. 
On asquare fight it would probably have car- 
ried, but votes on this question were reck- 
lessly traded on the capital location, and the 
vote, Whatever itis, will not fairly represent 


MONTANA DEMOCRATIC. 


The Committee Claim the Governor, Con- 
gressman and Legislature. 

HELENA, Mont., October 2.—It is still im- 
possible to determine the result of the election 
in Montana. Buth committees claim’ the 
state, but general indications would favor the 
democratic claims. Governor Hansur’ and 
other prominert democrats say they are sure 
of the success of their candidate for governor 
and congressman, and they will have a ma- 
jority of the legislature. 

The chairman of the republican committee 
says the republicans will control both branches 
of the legislature, and that Carter is elected to 
congress. 

THE DEMOCRATS STILL AHEAD, 

Returns are coming in very slow. and the 
figures are so close that the majoritics will not 
be much either way. The democrats claim 
the state by 300 to 500,.and the republicans by 
600 to 1.000. Asarule the democratic legisla- 
tive ticket is ranning ahead, andsa majority is 
claimed by both parties. In Lewis and Clarke 
counties the democrats made large gains, bug 
in some others the — have not been up to 
their expectatiors. he republicans lost -in 
republican counties, but make gains in demo- 
cratic strongholds. 

A Republican Claim, 

CuicaGco, October 2.—A. J. Fiske, editor of 
the Helena Evening Herald (rep.), telegraphs 
atzoon. Democratic estimated majorities are 
being cut down as the count proceeds. It is 
now. reasonably certain that the entire repub— 
lican state ticket is elected. The republican 
state committee claim the legislature by forty- 
five out of seventy-five.

THE PLATYORM. 

The platform says: | 

Meeting for the first time since the defeat of Inst 
year, we declare our continued and heariy sp ort 
of the cause of tariff reform for which we conteuded, 
and our firm conviction of its success in the near fu- 
ture. We re- affirm our demands for free raw materials 
andlower duties on the necessities of life.’ We 
believe that free wool, as provided forin the bill 
passed by the democratic ma ority of the last hovse 
of representatives, is essential to the prosperity ol 
the woolen industry upon which thatof the wool 
grower is dependent, ‘while it will afford 
relief to all consumers of wool. We call particular 
notice to the farmers of this state who have borne 
the heavy burden of nieh tariff taxation without 
auy thing promised. them, to the relief they will 
receive through a reduction of cust m taxes upon 
articles which they use or cousume, ' 

We give our hearty support to the pelition of the 
present republican governor of this state and other 
leading iron and steel manufacturers of both politis 
cul parties, addressed to New England mveimbes of 
congress asking for free coal and iron ore, sand 
lower duties on pigiron, and recommend their ers 
forts to have this important industry benenhttet if 
possib'e. We believe t at New England railroads 
should be restrained by law, if neGessary, irom en- 
tering into any traffic arrangements which secure 
to the manufacturers of other states arbitrary and 
unfair advantages over ourown manufacturers ip 
transportation rates, 

We demand that all materials for ship building, 
whether wood or metal, be relieved from the heavy 
taxes now imposed, 

We heartily favor a continuance of the sound and 
progressive policy in the administration of the naval 
affairs, establishad with such eminent success by 
Secretary Whitney uuder the last administaation, 
to the end that we may be provided, at the earliest 
possible date, with a navy able to defend our sea- 
board and uphold the diguity of our flag. 

We give our earnest support to the demand of our 
Massachusetts business interests for such removal 
of trade restrictions as will bring about closer com- 
mercial relations between the United States and 
Canada as a measure which was favored by the 
democratic party of tnis state in its platform of 
twelve vears evo; and we express our conviction 
thata practicable nud immediate meihod of seeur- 
ing such closer relations, thruuzh treaty, or partial 
or entire reciprocity of trade between tbe countries, 
the machinery for the negotiation of which is now 
in republican hands, 

We also fayor close commercial relations with 
Mexico and condemn the arbitrary action of the 
treasury department in respect to importation of 
Mexican ores, which has already led to retaliatory 
measures disastrous to inrportant American inter- 
esis in Mexico, , 

W bile condemning fraudsin elections, wherever 
practiced, we are fuirly opposed to the scheme of 
the national election law, placing the local election 
machinery of all states underthe control of con- 
gress. We believe that such measure is proposed 
from motives of narrow and unscrupu'ous partisan- 
ship, and that it will be an unjustifiable extension 
of the functions of the general government, opposed 
tothe spirit of the constitution and dangerous to 
the libert'es of the several states, 

We candemn the present administration for its 
narrow partisanship and low standard of public 
duty, Standing in conspicuous contrast to the char- 
acter of the recent democratic administration un- 
der President-Cleveland, 

We condemn it, tor its surrender to the dictation 
to unscrupulous politicians, such as Mahone, Quay 
nnd Platt, representing the worst elements of the 
republican party, for its utter betrayal of the cause 
of civil servies reform outside of the classified ser- 


party atits last national convention and of the 
president himself; for its peryersion of pension 
machinery; for distributing the nation’s bounty 
into means of influencing yotes; for its unwarranta- 
ble sets in increasing the duties through treasury 
rulings; in the usurpation of the legislative 
power of congress and for the 

pose of paying political debts 
inereasing the burdens ofthe people, for I's sale of 
high political office for large contri! utions of money 
by which it was placed in power and foritsshameless 
nepolis—clearly indicative of the conceaption of puh- 
lic office, uot asa public trust, but asa private per- 
quisite. Pension legislation for the benefit ot in- 
valid sailors and soldiers, who fought for their 
country, should be just and liberal. It should be 
administcred in a spirit of fairnessand in accord- 
ance with the laws of congress, but not in the inter- 
est of greedy claim agents nor with the object of 
emptying the treasury; nor should the pur- 
pose ol this legislation be perverted by the un- 
just discrimination of making favored cases 
special, nor by the. granting of thousands of dol- 
lars of arrears through rerating to officers of the 
pension bu: eau, or to United States senators; while 
needy applicants, wtthout political influence, are 
kept waiting for their just dues. 

Wecoudemn theruling by whichthis adminis- 
tration, in reversal of forme: decisions, has thrown 
open the pension list to persons dishonorably dis- 
charged as an outrage upon the common sense, a 
degradation of what should bea roll of honor, and 
au insult to every true soldier, 

The balance of the platform is devoted to 
state issues. Upon the liquor question it says: 

“e believe that the present policy of this state in 
making the sale of liquora matter of tocal option 
to be decided by a vote of the peop'e of each city 
and town, works satisfactorily and should be main- 
tained. 

Upon matters affecting the franchise itsays: We 
recognize the growing power of wealth and politics 
as one of the greatest dangers of the time, and we 
demand the passage of suitable legislation, such as 
o.ber-countries have already enacted and suecess- 
fully applied, for securing the publication and lim- 
itation of campaign expenses, and for preventing 
corrupt political practices, We heartily indorse the 
principle ofsecret voting, and we bespeak for a bal- 
lot act embodying this principle, which goes into 
effect this year. a fair trial.

THEIR OBJECTIONS TO BILLY. 
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The Anti-Mabonites State Why the Gen- 
eral Should Not be Elected.

DELEGATES TO THE INTERNATION- 
AL CONGRESS, . 


WELCOMED BY SECRETARY BLAJNE 


Anda Afterwards Introduced to the President 
—A Magnificent Luncheon Served— 
Resolutions Passed by Them" 


Wasmnoton, October 2.—Shortly before 
noon the delegates to the international 
American congress, left their headquarters, 
Wallach mansion, and repaired in a body to 
the department of state. AJl the delegates to 
the congress were present, with the exception 


of Mr. Cooiidge, of Boston, who will join the 


party latefon. After a short stay in the wait- 
ing room, the delegates were escorted by 
Assistant Secretary Odel to the diplomatic 
reception room. Here they were met by 
Secretary Blaine, who, without the ceremony 
of a forma) introduction, welcomed persoually 
each and all of the delegates, 
SECRETARY BLAINE WELCOMES THEM. 

After a few minutes thus employed, the dele- 
gates were seated, and. Secretary Blaine, 
standing alone at the end of the long central 
table, delivered a felicitous address of wel- 
come. 

Secretary Blaino said: 

Gentlemen of the luternational Congress: Speak- 
ing for the goverument of the United States, I bid 
you welcome to this capital. Speaking for the peo- 
ple of the United States, I bid you welcome to every 
section and toevery state ofthe union, You come 
in response to an invitation extended by the presi: 
dent, on special authorization of congress, Your 
presence here is po ordinary event. It signifies 
much tO the people of all America today. Ii may 
signify far more 1n the days lo come. No conference 
of nations has ever assembled to consider the wel- 
fare of terrMtorial possessions so vast and to contem- 
plate the possibilities of the future so great and so 
inspiring. Those now sitting within these walls 
are ginpowered to speak for the nations whose 
borders are on both great oceans, whose nortLern 
limits are touched by Arctic waters for a thousand 
miles beyond the straits of Behring, whose south- 
ern extension furnishes buman babitation farther 
below the equator than is elsewhere possible ou the 
globe. The aggregate terr torial extent of tie na- 
tions here represented falls but a little shortof 
twelve millions of square miles, more than tiree 
times the area of ali Europe, and but a little less 
than one-fourth part of the globe; while in respect 
to the power of producing articles which are essen- 
tial to human life and those which minister to liie’s 
luxury, they coustitute even a larger proportion of 
the entire world. These great possessions today have 
an aggregate population approaching one hundred 
and twenty millions, but if peopled as densely as 
the average oi Europe the total uumber would ex- 
ceed one thousand imilliions. While considerations 
of this character must a Americans, both 
south and north, with the liveliest anticipation of 
grandeur and power, they must also im- 
press them with a sense of the gravest fe- 
sponsibility touching the character and develop- 
ment of their respective nationalities. The dele- 
gates whom I am addressing can do much to éstab- 
lish permanent relations of confidence, respect amid 
friendship between the nations which they repre- 
sent. They can show to the world an honorable 
and peaceful conference of seventeen independeat 
American powers, in which all shall meet together 
on terms of absolute equality; a conference m 
which there can be no attempt to coerce a single 
delegate against his own conception of the inieresis 
of his nation; a conference which will permit Do 
secret understanding on any subject, but will 
fraukly publish to the world all its cop- 
clusions; a conference which will tolerate to 
spirit of conquest, but will aim to cultivate an 
American sympathy as broad as both continents; a 
conference which will form no selliixh alliance 
against older nations from which we are proud to 
claim inheritance. A conference, in fine, which 
will seek nothing, propose nothing, endure aoth- 
ing, that is not in general tue sense of all the dele- 
gates—t mely and wiseand peaceful. Andyet wecan 
not be expected to forget that our common fate has 
made us inhabitants of two continents which, at 
the close of four centuries, are stili regarded beyond 
the seas asa new world. Like situations beget like 
svmpathies and impose like duties. We meet in the 
fam belief that the nations of América ought 


they now are, and that each will tind advantage 
and profit from an enlarged intercourse with the 
others. We believe that we shouid be drawn 
together more closely by the highways of the 
sea, and that at no distant day tle railway 
systems of the north and souih will meet upon the 
isthmus and connect by land routes the political 
an‘ commercial capitals of all America. We be- 
lieve that a hearty co-operation, based on hearty 
confidence, will save allthe American sates from 
the burdens and evils which have long and cruelly 
afflicted the older nations of the world. We be- 
lieve that the spirit of justice, of common and equal 
interest between the American states, will leave no 
rooin ior an artificial balance of power, like unto 
that which has led to wars abroad and drenched 
Europe in blood. We belieye that friendship, 
avowed with candor and maintained with good 
faith, will remove from the American states the 
necessity of guarding the boundary lines between 
themselves witn fortitications and military force. 
We believe that standing armies, 
beyond those which are need- 
ful for the publi® order and safety of internai ad« 
ministrations, should be unknown on both Ameri- 
can continents. We lieve that friendship, and 
not force, the spirit of Just law and not the violence 
of the mob, should be the recognized rule of ads 
ministration Letween American nations and in 
American nations, 

To these subjects, and those which are cognate 
thereto, the attention of jthis conference is ear~ 
nestly and cordially invited by the government of 
the United States. It will be a great gain when we 
shali acquire that common confidence on which all 
international friendship must rest. It willbe a 
greater gain when we shall be able to draw the 
people of ail the American nations into closer ac- 
quaintance with cach other—an end to be facili 
tated by more frequent and more rapid inter- 
communication. It will be the greatest gain when 
the —— and commercfal reiations of America, 
south and north, shall be so developed and so regu- 
lated that each shall a the highest possible 
advantage from the enlightened and enlarged in- 
tercou’se ofall. Before the conference shall for- 
mally enter upon the discussion of subjects to be 
submitted to it, lam instructed by the president to 
invite all the dele; ates to be the guests of the gov- 
ernment during the proposed visit to the various 
sections of the country; with the double view of 
showing to our friends from abroad the condition 
of the United States and of giving to ourown people 
in their own homes, the privilege and pleasure of 
extending the warm welcome of the American to 
Americans, 

At the conclusion of the address, which was 
received with an amount of enthusiasm some- 
what remarkable ina body of this character, 
Secretary Blaine retired. 

Ex-Senator-Henderson, of Missouri, was 
made temporary chairman, who appointed as 
& committee on rmanent organization, 
representatives of Mexico, Brazil, Uruguay, 
Nicaragua and Colombia. In a few minutes 
they returned with the recommendation, 
which was immediately adopted, that Secre- 
tary Blaine be made president of the congress. 
Resolutions were, adopted providing for com- 
mittees on rules and the future order of busi- 
ness, and for the temporary chairmanship. 

On motion of one of the South American 
delegates, the following resolution was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the members of the International 
American congress accept with panes the invita- 
tion of the president of the United States of Amer- 
ica to be the guests of his government in an excur- 
sion through the territoryof the United States, and 
that we express our thanks for said invitation. 

At this stage Secretary Blaine entered the 
room and was escorted tothe president’s chair. 
A recess of fifteen minutes was taken and at 
its expiration the congress adjourned until 
Monday, November 13th, when it will meet at 
Wallach mansion.

Have an Enjoyable Reunion in Nashville— 
Speaking and Barbecue. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., October 2.—[Special.]— 
The state association of confederate veterans 
met here today. Every bivouac.in the state 
but two was represented. A great deal of rou- 
tine business, reports, etc., an encouraging 
report was received from the Hermitage asso- 
ciation, and some other matters disposed of. 
The question of admitting the sons of veterans 
to membership was warmly debated, and 
finally referred to a committee with instruc- 
tions to report at the next meeting. The Con- 
federate Historical association of Memphis,and 
the Porest Home camp, at Chattanooga, were 
admitted to affiliation in the state association 
at their request. The next meeting 
was set for the second Thursday 
in next October at Shelbyville, in Bedford 
county. No officers were elected, those chosen 
last year holding for two years. Appropriate 
resolutions. were adopted in memory of Polk 
Johnson, of Clarksville, who died during the 
year. Three meetings were held—morning, 
aiternoon and evening.

DRAWBACK ON JUTE BAGGING. 


The Bales Must be Fully Described Before 
Drawback Will be Allowed. 


WASHINGTON, October 2.—A protest bas 
been made to the treasury department against 
the actiou of collector of customs of New York 
in refusing to accept preliminary entries for 
exportation with the benefit of drawback of 
certain jute bagging shipped as the covering of 
cotton in bales. The collector reported that 
entries were rejected for the reason that they 
did. not conform to the rule laid down in section 
965, paragraph 1, which, he says, re- 
quires merchandise covered by- preliminary 

ENTRIES SHOULD BE FULLY DESCRIBED 
therein by marks and numbers. He said that 
in case of cotton bales covered with bagging, 
on which drawback is claimed, when not de 
scribed in preliminary marks, such entry 
would be a dragnet for drawback on all cover- 
ings for cotton exported by vessels of the. line 
named on the entry, and would lay the founda- 
tion for conflicting claims, and give color to 
the claim to drawback. 

WHAT SECRETARY WINDOM SAYS. 

In a letter to the collector on this subject, 
Secretary Windom says: 

By referring to section 9.571, it appears that the 
omission of shipping numbers from the preliminary 
entry of cotton baiing may be allowed when 
found o be impracticable for the exporter 
to give such numbers and when they 
may be supplied in the inspector's re- 
turn, The specification of importer’s firm marks in 
each preliminary entry is, however, deemed indis- 
pensable. The statement made in the protest that 
it is impossible to comply with the requirement of 
the specification of each bale by shipper’s marks 
and numbers in the preliminary entries does not 
appear to be well founded, at least as to the marks, 
it being understood that entries rejected by you 
don’t contain the specification of the marks or 
numbers. Your action in rejecting the same is 
hereby approved.

MEETING OF THE EPISCOPAL GEN- 
ERAL CONVENTION, 


IMPOSING SCENES AT ST. GEORGE'S 


The Procession of Bishops to the Church— 
Sermon by Bishop Whipple—The 
Business Bronght Up. 


New York, October 2,—The general con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal church of 
America opened this morning in St. George’s 
church, Stuyvesant square. This is looked 
upon as one of the most important conven- 
tions ever held by the church in this country. 
This is the centennial anniversary of the 
adoption of the constitution of the Protestant 
Episcopal church and of the holding of the 
first general convention, as prescribed by the 
church constitution. It is also notable for the 
number of important subjects to come up be- 
fore it. One of the questions to be settled is 
the proposed change of the name of the 
church, many being opposed to the present 
name. Another important question is that of 
proportional representation. There are also 
eighteen resolutions proposing ‘alterations and 
additions in the Book of Common Prayer,” 
which were adopted at the Chicago convention 
three years ago, and which will come up be 
fore the present convention for final action. 

WHO COMPOSE THE CONVENTION. 

The general convention consists of two 
houses, the house of bishops, numbering forty 
bishops, and the house of deputies, consisting 
of over four hundred lay and clerical delegates, 
two from each diocese. 

The convention opened today with religious 
exercises, regular morning communion ser- 
vice being celebrated. 

At 11 o’clock every seat in, the church was 
occupied, While the large “assemblage sat 
patiently waiting for the opening of the ser- 
vice, there rose, softly at first and then grow- 
ing stronger, the clear yoiees of St. George’s 
choir of men and boys. The choir marched 
down the center aisie to the entrance, and. 
were joined by several of the clergy of the: | 
church in clerical robes. am 

THE BISHOPS IN PROCESSION. 

Meanwhile the forty bishops composing the 
house of bishops had assembled in the memo- 
rial house, on Sixteenth street, and from it 
they marched in procession, clad in their silk 
gowns, lawn sleeves and other insignia of their 
Episcopal dignity. They were met at the en- 
trance to the church by the clergy and the 
committee of arrangements and choir of men 
and boys. The choir, singing a processional, 
marched slowly back to the church, followed 
by the bishops. ‘The latter on arriving at the 
ohanesl took seats within it. At their head 
walked Bishop Williams, the oldest bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal church in America. 

RISHOP WHIPPLE PREACHES. 

The simple and well known morning service 
was then begun and proceeded until Bishop 
Whipple, of Minnesota, ascended to the pulpit 
to preach the sermon of the day. 

The services concluded with communion, of 
which all the bishops and delegates composing 
the house of deputies partook. Bishop Will 
iams first partook of communion and then ad- 
ministered it to the other bishops, who took 
turnsin administering it to the delegates. 

At the close of the services the bishops re« 
turned to the memorial house, where luncheon 
awaited them. After luncheon, both honse of 
bishops and house of deputies began the actual 
work of the convention by proceeding to elect 
ofticers and select cemmittees. 

THE HOUSE OF DEPUTIES, 

The house of deputies was called to order 
shortly before 4 o’clock by Rev. Charles L. 
Hutchins, secretary of the convention. Rev. 
Dr. Morgan Dix was elected presiding officer. 
Upon assuming the duties of his office Dr. Dix 
said that whatever work was done by the con- 
vention, there was sure to be criticism. Rev. 
Charles L, Hutchins was re-elected secretary 
of the convention, and the business of the day 
was commenced. 

A motion by Rev. Dr. Huntington that on 
Thursday morning discussion relating to the 
proposed change in the book of prayer take 
place, and the question be left before the con- 
vention on each succeeding day of the confer- 
ence until settled, was adopted, as also one by 
Rev. Dr. Hoffman, of New York, 
providing that the conference open for 
business each day at 9 a. m., and with 
the exception of recess each day from one until 
2:30 p.m. be continued until 5 o’clock p. m. 
Saturday, October 5th, will be a short day. 
The conference will adjourn at 1:30 p. m. and 
the bishops and other delegates will be guests 
of the Theological institute of this city. On 
October 10th they will be entertained in the 
evening by the church club of New York. 

At 5 p. m.éthe conference adjourned.

A measure of great importance was being con- 
sidered, and Gober dropped his thick underlip, 
aud in a threatening and insolent manner, 
began calling Hill names, among the rest the 
vile epithet of a “thieving, undermining 
scoundrel’’ was used, whereupon Hill de- 
manded a retraction. Gober beld his position, 
reasserting thS charge, and soon sides were 
taken, and the society broke up in a row. 
Leading darkies interfered, and succeeded in 
getting Hill off home.

Dis will be 
handed you by Henry Streety, and you can send 
your anser back by him or someboddy else. I'll be 
dar.”’ Major HILL. 

Gober had fallen into a Sunday morning 
sncoze, and was still asleep when Streety ar- 
rived with the blood-thirsty message. Hoe 
sent six miles up the river for Jake Anderson, 
his best fried, and the answer was delayed un- 
til 20’clock, when major received the follow- 
ing: 

FLAT CREEK, September 28—Major Hill: » Your 
Jetter was handed to me by dat good- for-nothing 
loafer, Henry Streety, dis merningt and I'll des say 
dat dis nigger don’t swailer de things what his 
tongue lops out, on’ I'll bo dar at dat oyster rock.

THE GROUND CHOSEN: 


The news flew on the wings of the wind. A 
party of whites caught on tothe duel and at 
tempted to disperse the rebels, but the darkies 
skipped out,and arranged to meet on an island 
five miles upthe river. Twelve paces werd 
measured off, and the combatants faced each 
other with “swamp angels” in hand. The ar- 
rangement was to fire after counting one, two, 
three. About twenty darkies surrounded 
them, including physicians, reporters and 
sporting men, and some of them tried to effect 
a settlement, but the combatants were bent on 
hoving gore. The seconds were also armed to 
the teeth and anxious for the fight. Henry 
Streety gave the word—one, two. Theu Major 
spoke: 

“Hold on, dar!’”” Jake Anderson drew his 
pistol and cocked it.

Gober cried out: ‘‘Genl’men, he’s broke de 
rule, and I’s gwine to. But just at that time 
Streety spraug out with a revolver presented, 
and cried: “De first man what moves I’)l 
shoot him,” 

SAFETY IN FLIGHT. 

The positions were resumed again, and the 
fight commenced; one, two; and at number two 
Hill backed and whirled, hollowing at the top 
of his voice, ‘‘Don’t shoot,’’ and was soon 
splashing about in the river and on the other 
side, leaping at break-neck speed down the 
river, leaving the modetn sporting men and the 
victorious duelists in their glory. 

One shot was fired by Gober just over Hill’s 
head, cutting some of the leaves off the trees. 

Hill was seen last near the Curryhee last 
night stiil hurrying along, and Gober is on the 
lookout for the sheriff. 

All enjoyed the last Georgia duel hugely. 

‘There is a marked difference in nigger and 
human nature,’ said one of the party.

COTTON 


HIOW THE CAPTURE WAS BROUGAT 
ABOUT, 


The Incendiatism of a Church Leadsto His 
Detection—The Tell-Tale Shot—His Mur- 
der of Arch Golden and Other Crimes. 


Ty-Ty, Ga., October 2.—[Special.]—Jake 
Young, who has eluded the officers since he 
killed Arch Golden, at Tifton, eatly in the 
spring, was captured this evening near Tifton. 
Some one in the night fired the new Metho- 
dist church at that place, a few weeks ago, be- 
fore the completion, but it was discovered in 
time to prevent much damage, and the mem- 
bers : 

PLACED A WATCH 

at the church since. Monday night last the 
watchman saw aman approach the church ; 
and pour kerosine against it. He then raked 
the shavings up and struck a match and set it 
on fire. As the light blazed up, the watchman 
fired at the man with a Winchester rifle, five 
rounds, but the party escaped. He then ex- 
tinguished the flames, and next morning there 
were signs of blood on the ground where 
he shot at the incendiary. A posse 
was formed, and they traced the blood 
to a house near Tifton, where it was guarded 
all day yesterday and today. They raided it 
and captured Young after a desperate fight. 
He had been shotin the hip, and they are sure 
it was him that fired the church. He is ades- 
perate character, and it is mpons that he 
burned the Masonic hall and Methodist 
church there last year. He seems to have had 
no motive, but simply revenge from some 
member of the church who did not uphold him 
in his lawless course. The murder of Arch 
Golden was a cold blooded affair, as he shot 
Golden ‘Yrom behind without any warning, and 
now this church burning, besides Sevoral other 
crimes, will be charged tohim. The county 
will breathe much easier now, as he was feared 
by many people who did not know at what 
moment they might be shot in the dark or 
burned out. 


THE STEVEDORE ATTACKED. 


Captain James Ward Gets Into a Difi- 
culty. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., October 2,—[Special.]— 
Samuel Sampson, an old watchman along the 
wharves, tried to shoot Captain James Ward, 
the stevedore, in the head, near the cotton ex- 
change, at 12:30 today. Captain Warda’s es- 
cape was narrow. He was walking from Dray- 
ton towards Abercorn, on the north side of 
Bay, when Sampson came up to him. Samp- 
son accused the stevedore of keeping him 
from getting a ship to watch yesterday. Cap- 
tain Ward said that he had nothing to do with 
the matter, except that he had forgotten to 
speak to the captain about it. Sampson 
abused the stevedore, who turned to go into 
Richardson & Barnard’s office. 

“T will kill you before you get in 
there,” said Sampson, and he put his right 
hand into a pocket. 

“I thought he was after a_ knife, 
and shoved him away,’’ Captain 
Ward said afterwards. ‘‘He fell down, on his 
back. Ashe got up he drew a pistol and put 
it in my face. I caught his arm and pushed 
it aside just as the pistol went off.” 

The bullet went down in J. K. Garmany’s 
oftice. Sampson had hisfinger on the trigger, 
and tried to fire again.

A Stubborn Fight over Two Miles of the 
Georgia Road Track—The Atlanta and 
Lithonia Comes In. 


The Atlanta and Lithonia charter was the 
cause of a long debate in the senate yesterday. 

The trouble was in the amendment put on 
by the railroad committee. The stinger was 
in the clause striking out that section of the 
“charter which gave the Atlanta and Lithonia 
railroad the right to condemn two miles of 
the Georgia railroad's track in order to come

It was this that created such a breeze in the 
sepate last week and caused the bill to be re 
considered and set as the special order for 
Wednesday. 


Senator Bartlett. 

Senator Bartlett opened the debate against 
thexmendment. . 

“All 1 desire to do is to call attention to the effect 
of this,’’ said he, “The bill proposes simply to 
peruiit the railroad eompany to condemn and pay 
ior the mght of way of any railroad company wuich

1t would be as just, 
he maintained, if he owned a tarm that cost #ov,- 
0OU to Keep up, and some one ejse Owned one that 
cost $20,000, tor him to take that farm and condemn 
it under the right of eminent domain because his

Senator Whitfield. 


Senator Whitfield next took the floor in op- 
position to the amendment. . 

“] would ave nothing tosay if I were co consult 
mv own wishes, if I consulted my own interest,” 
said he, “for jest I be misunderstood, I witl iuform 
the sevate that I am counsel for the Georgia rail- 
road and forthe Centralin my own county, ard 
that I may therefore lose my job hy opposing this 
amendment, but the pusition I shall take 15 cone 
that I beiicve to be founded tn right anc justice, 
and tuerefore whatever may be tbe cost to pr ‘fes- 
sional buisiness,] propose to do whatever I think 
is right, and will undertake 
to present the reasons which I think are absolutcly 
convincing’ against the adoption of the amendment 
submitted by the counrmittee. 

“T wish to call attention to that clause of the con- 
stitution wuich provides that “the exercise of the 
rg it oleminent domain shall uever be abridged or 
socon-trned as to prevent the general assembly 
from taking the property of corporations for public 
use, ihe same asthe property of private individ- 
uals.’ Take thatand construe it by sect ons 2223 
and 2etof the code, There seciious show woen 
the rivsnt of eminent domain is admissibie, 
declare that tbe legis'ature shalljudse of the exi- 
csoneles requiring the exercise of this ricvht, and 
provide thatthe property of a railroad company 
shail not be taken forthe private .use of another. 
‘Therefore the power of eminent domain is y re- 
served in the hands of the legisiature. There can 
be no question about this matter. Idenot put this 
bill upon any other ground than public necessity, 
It is within the disecretio. o* the legisiatnure to €x- 
e:c se the right of eminent Gomain and to deter- 
mine whether this is a proper case, 

“Now what are the necessities of this case? There 
is in this amendment that which absoluiely disem- 
bowels this charter. \‘ith it the charter is not 
worth-a ceut, and the road cannot Le ,ouiit. The 
Georgia road spys with comp.frative impudence, 
“You may come to the city limits but no further.” 
Can you compel this corporation to spend hundreds 
of thousands of dotiars in the purchase of a right of 
way? Ifthey had money enough to dothat what 
in the lame of common sense 
would they want with a railroad, 
Tiuey absolutely riddle this thing of all it is worth, 
undera specious pretext by which they seek to 
sirike out the condempation clause in this charter. 
Tie rightof condemnation cardes the liability to 
pay money without getting the road, The money 
must be paid beforehand. Tbe senator has made 
the appealthat itis unfairto the Georgia road, 
Permit me to call your attention to the fact that the 
Georgia road for171 miles is free from taxation. 
With all that the state cai give it you propose now 
to exempt it from the right of eminent do- 
main. Here is a company employin 
500 men who would empioy a thonsand if this fond 
were buili. Doing a business of $700,000 they would 
do a business of a million and a halt if they had an 
outlet into Atlanta. I call attention here to au in- 
cident. Tais company had an opportunity to bid 
for a contract of 1,00 cars of stone, ane they were 
to compete with the Virginia quarries. They asked 
the Georgia road ior special rates, but could 
not get them. The Virginia roads gave 
their quarries cut rates, and though the stote is 

uarried in Georgia for seveuteen Cceuts per ton less 
than in Virginia, the Georgia quarries lost the con- 
trect and it wentto Virginia. I ask you seriously, 
solemnly to deal with this question in a spirit of 
justice. Forever out upon such an idea of justice, 

“We have been challenged by the senator from 
the ninth to show an instance where there was an 
act by the legislature that aliowed encroachment 
by a railroad upon the right of way ofanother. He 
said it might be in the charters, but had never 
been carried into effect. I will put it to 
the personal experience of every member of this 
senate, Thereisthe Georgia Pacific, the Atlanta 
and Hawkinsville and the Cincinnati and Georgia 
railroads). The Atlanta and Florida uses the track 
of the Southwestern at Fort Valley and the Georgia 
Pacitice and the Cincinbatl aud Georgia use the 
right of way of the Western and At'antic at At- 
ianta, He has asked for the proof; there it is,”’ 

The amemdment was rejected by a vote of 24 
naysand 12 ayes The bill was then passed by a 
vote of 27 to 9.

An Interesting Matter. 

General Sherman, in his recent speech in 
Cincinnati, remarked that if the negroes 
were not allowed to vote—that is to say, if 
they continue to refuse to vote or take an 
interest in politics—the southern states 
‘‘must be deprived of that wroportion of 
their representation.”’ 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, com- 
menting on this, remarks that ‘‘a large 
majority of the people of the north feel 
just that way about the matter,’’ and itadds: 
‘‘The republican party is in duty bound to 
do all it can for the correction of the wrong 
to that extent, at least. Even 
stitution should have to be changed,’’ con- 
tinues our contemporary, ‘‘ in order to meet 
the emergency, that is not impossible.’’ 
“Tf the south will not permit the negro to 
vote, in a free and safe manner, she has no 
right to count them for purposes of repre- 
sentation, and such power must be taken 
away from her.’’ 

We have often explained to these wild- 
eyed republican editors that the negroes in 
such states as Georgia refrain frem voting 
for the simple reason that there is no re- 
publicanforganization here, an4, therefore, 
no candidates for them to vote for. But, 
waiving this fact for the moment, let us 
assume that the negroes are really deprived 
of the right to vote by the democrats. Do 
the republicans purpose to sell them out as 
cheaply as the Globe-~Democrat, General 
Sherman and other leaders suggest ? 

The Globe-Democrat, it will be observed, 
declares that a large majority of the people 
of the north feel that if the negroes are not 
allowed to vote the south ‘*must be deprived 
of that proportion of its representation.’’

Atkinson has discovered that the entire 
totton crop, and the crops of other fibres in 
the United States, are grownon an area 
not exceeding 30,000 square miles, and he 
concludes from this fact that the state of 
Texas alone could produce the world’s 
supply of cotton on an area of good land 
equal to only seven per cent of the area of 
the state.

DISCUSSING EDUCATION. 


Reply of Dr. Nunnally to Colonel N. J. Ham« 
mond. 


I have no desire to misrepresent; hence 
much that 1 write shall be quotations from Colonel 
Ilammand’s article, and mainly to answer some 
questions which he asks, ) 

Ile says, “it is not a question of principle but 
of policy simply, whetber higher education shall be 
free toall, or be furnished only to the wealthy.” 
Ife abandons the plea that the constitution re- 
quires it, He surrenders the principle and places 
free tuition at the Siate univers ty upon “policy 
slnply.’’ A policy thatis unfair, Lecause its bene- 
fits are not eqgilally accesible: unjust, becanse 
it burdens all to- give peculiar, personal 
benefits to a few; unwise, because it 
excites demancs and expectations for other 
favors which can never be met; unprofitable and 
unsucecasful, becanse it docs not remove the bar- 
ricr which hinders our young menin their efforts 
to get a higher education, Surely this is enough to 
condemn the policy. 

He says coucerning the curricuiem of the colleges: 
“Ours (that is, the state university) is but a little 
higher than those of Emory and Mereer.’”’ The 
colonel is the first to make this remarkable discoy.~ 
ery, The students whointhe past, for satis/actory 
reasons, changed their colleges, did not find it so. 
Ceriiticates of class standing are mutuaily recog- 
nized, and students honorably changing institutions 
hold their places without discount or question. The 
requirements in money and scholarsliipat Mercer 
are tbe same as at Athens, Moereer.sasks for no 
more...money than does Athens, and Athens 
demands no higher scholarship than does Mercer, 

He asks, ‘‘What is to become ot those who do not 
wish to send their children ‘exclusively’ to those 
denominational colleges?” I answer by asking 
auother. Whatisto become of those who do not 
wish to send their children “exclusively’’ to those 
state colleges? I guess Colonel Hammond would 
reply, ‘‘Let them build colleges then to suit them- 
selves.’”’ And that is just whatIsay. If people do 
not like the colicges that liberal men bave built and 
endowed, let them build some that they will like, 
Is it the duty of the state to go about and bunt up 
the few infidels and atheists and nihilists 
and communists and Mormons and poli- 
ticvians who are not ‘“iutensely Christian’ 
snd all the dissatisfied and lukewarm - and 
“non-sectarian Christians’ and provide a college 
for them, and then cali upon and force those who 
are “intensely Christian’ to supply an endowment, 
so that the disaffected and dissatisfied and ‘‘non- 
sectarian” shall have advantages@which they have 
not been able to provide for their own children? 
Verily, if they want a college let them build it, and 
let their agents and presidents and high priests go 
about and *“‘worry an endowment” out of their fol. 
luwers and supporters, as Dr. Candler is doing for 
Emory and as I am doing for Mercer, Because 
some merchants and travelers donot like the Cen- 
tral or the East Tennessee railroad as the means of 
getting to Macon, shall the state build a 
railroad and run it free of Charge 
for their benefit? Because some of the members of the 
general assembly do not like the Kimball or the 
Markham, shall the state put up a boardinghouse 
and run it free for their accommodation? 

Tie colonel! says, ‘‘Few sigh forthe return of the 
rod,’’ but sometimes I think anation weeps because 
the redis gone, Ifthe rod were used more there 
wou!d be less need for hemp. Therod hasleft the 
schoolroom aud there is riot on the street. ‘Spare 
the rod and spoil the child.” Mark the boy and 
make the man. 

The coionel asks, ‘‘Whose Bible shall the state 
teach by taxation? Who shall be the teachers? 
These are questions which the stale in her schools 
cannot answer and fix by law,’’ etc. Exactly so. 
Then tell me, how is this sentence reconciled 
with the coneluding statement in Colonel Har- 
mond’s article, in which he says, “the university is 
a place where the students are impressed with the 
fact that the Bible is God’s word to be aecepted and 
obeyed by allalike.” How can the student be thus 
impressed when the state cannot decide what is the 
Bible and cannot appoint teachers who may teach 
the Bible? 

He says, “This controversy is not'pleasant.” I 
regret exceedingly that it is paintul to him, butlI 
um not responsible for it. I did not begin it. I make 
the plea of the school boy, “he hit me first,” and [ 
have the consolation of the politician, “it is not my 
funeral,” G, A. NUNNALLY.

OPENING OF THE ANNUAL SESSION 
YES STERDAY. 


— : 

Dr A. W. Calhoun Delivers the Opening 

Addre-s—An Interesting Talk on an In- 
teresting Theme. 


Yesterday at 11 o’clock the annual opening 
exercisesef the Atlanta Medical college occurred in 
the lecture bali of the institution. 

The ceremonies were very interesting, and the 
number of students present wasa credit not only to 
the time-honored mstitution itself, but to the able 
faculty that has had itin charge for the past few 
years. 

Dr. W. &. Kendrick, the dean, was highly gratified 
at the prospects, as were all the other gentlemen 
connected with the college, and the enthusiasm of 
the students was such as to insure a most successful 
term. 

The feature of the exercises was the annual ad- - 
dress by Dr. A. W. Calhoun. 

Dr. Calhoun spoke on the human throat, and his 
lecture was replete with scientific research. 

“The human throat is a musical instrument,” said 
he, “Investigators bave long been occupied with 
researches into these mysterious depths. 

“If you look down the larynx of a singer as far as 
the point at which the windpipe separates, a truly 
astonishing spectacle is presented. It is interesting 
to waich the play of the organ by aid of the larynx- 
scope and see the changes that succeed one another 
in the low aud high notes, Every musical instru- 
ment has some point of reserffblance with the hu- 
man voice, and yet, on the whole, all are far infe- 
rior to that wonderfal contrivance in man, the 
larynx. 

“Toman alone belongs the power of complete 
expression,’”’ continued Dr, Calhoun, after defining 
the impressions created by the human voice at dif- 
fereut stages in the world’s history. “It is said that 
each man possesses a peculiar tone of voice, 
equally ~ indicative of character . as the 
features of the face. A coarse voice 
indicates arobust physique, a great talker, quick 
tempered, though conspicuously discreet. A 
piercing, fine or weak vvice generally indicates 
timidity, cunning or guick wit. A clear voice 
aepenees prudence, sincerity and ingenuity. A 
full, sweet voice denotcs a man who is peaceful 
inclined to timidity, discreet and self willed. 

“What ingenuity conld devise an instrament the 
chords of which might ina minute run through 
innumerable chauges in contraction and relaxa- 
tion? To .orm some conception of the variety and 
delicacy of the motion necessary to the adjustment 
of the vocal chords, listen to some singer whose 
voice commands with easea great extentof the 
musical scale. The ceiebrated Madame Mora, 
whose voice ranged through three octaves, could it 
is said, produce between each tone-sound one 
hundred different intervals, 

“Man is not born a singer. Birds 
leave their nests with their voices 
rightly attuned—man has to learn how to give his 
bene and hew to sing. Hence the culture of the 
voice.’’ 

The speaker then gave an account ot the lives of 
some of the great masters, how they began and how 
they succeeded in tae divine art otf musical expres- 


sion. 

“Music strikes every note in the gamut of human 
nature, from ecstatic joy to the protoundest despair. 
It inspires, enrages, clevetes, seddens, cheers and 
soothes the soul as no other one of the arts can. It 
gives voice to love, expression to passion, lends 
giory to every art, and performs its loftiest homage 
as the handmaid of religion.” 

Dr. Cal: oun was londly applauded at the conclu- 
sion of his address, Quly a short synopsis is given.

~ THE BILL WAS LOST 


TO ABOLISH DISTINCTION BETWEN 
JURIES,. 


The Discussion in the. House Yesterday on 
the Measure—The Voto—Other Proceed- 
ings, Notes, Etc. 

The bill to abolish the distinction between 
grand and traverse jurors Came Up as the special 
order in the house yesterday. 

“rhe bill, though reeetving a majority of the votes 

east, failed of a constitutional majority, and was 

lost, 

A motion to reconsider will be made today. 

MR. FOUTE, OF BARTOW, 
who isthe author of the bill, made the opening 


in its behalf.

traverse jurors. Nevertheless, the grand jurors 
shall be competent to serve as traverse jurors,”’ and 
insert in licu thereof, the following: 

“The general assembly shall provide by law for 
the selection of upright and intelligent persous to 

-rve as jurors,” 

e Trnder thit provision of our constitution we have 
tyo distinct classes of persons who serve as jurors— 
towit: “Most experieneed, intelligent and up- 
right,’’ and “intelligent and upright—’ and these 
are known as grand and traverse, aud their names 
are placed in separate boxes. 

This biilseeks to amend the present system 60 
that we may have but one class and one box, into 
which the names ofall per-ons drawn to serve as 
jurors, namcs oO. upright and intelligent persons, are 
placed, and from which box all jurors aie drawh— 
tirst the grand jury, then the traverse jury—just as 
the practice was under the constitution of L303, 

Iu this way some ofthe best men, most ex pert- 
et.ced, intelligent and upright, in the several 
counties. are upon both juries, 

Sothat the main purpose of the amendment 
is to enlarge the aggrevate intelligence of trial 
juries, of those persons who are tO pass upon ques~ 


” tions afiecting the life, liberty and property of the 


citizen. It will be conceded, Mr. Speaker, that in 
tle traverse jury box, are determined the most in- 
tricate and difficult problems, touching the rela- 
tions of thee.tizen to society, and of the citizens to 
each other. 

‘The importance of intelligence and uprightness 
here cannot, therefore, be over estimated. | 

The grand jury, of course, is Important. I yield 
to noonein my appreciation of its importance as a 
conservator of the peace and the good order of s0- 
ciety; but, I insist that upright and intelligent per- 
sons are competent to discharve the duties of this 

sition. County atlairs will be safe in the 
ands of uprizht andintelligent persons. 

They can intelligently find a bill true or not trte, 
when submitted by the soucitor general, upon 
probable gronnds of guilt, just as is done now. 
They can examine the books of the connty officers 
and, cenerally, do all such things as are required of 
grand jurors underexisinglaws. _ 

Some of the rery best and most intelligent and 
experienced men in the county will stili be upon it. 

Mr. Speaker, amongst the many reasons which, to 
my mind, rake this change desirable and neces 
gary Il mention: : 

1; It enlarges the ageregate intelligence of trial 
juries, which is of first importance. 

2. The present law is bot the best, because it 
makes the jury commissioners sit in judgment as 
between “Intelligent and upright’’ mer, 

They select a list of intelligent and up- 
right men from the tax digest, and 
it is then made their duty to weigh the Intelligence 
aud eprightne:s of these goodmen, By what just 
rule can this be done’? 

$. linsist, Mr. Speaker, that upright and intelli- 
gent persons ere good enough for grand jurors; and 
if good enough for grand jurors they are good 
enouyh for traverse jurors. Then why the present 
distineiion? Itseemstonu. it cannot be suppor ed 
by reason or necessity. The ehange from the pro- 
Visions of te constiimion of 1868 was made, I ven- 
ture tosay, mainiy because that iustrament was re- 
garded by many as the work of those who were 
ealled by the pet mame of carpet-bagecrs. I am 
not prepared tosay, Mr. Speaker, that the changes 
in that instrument, asa rule, were improvements in 
our fundemental law. 

4. The duty imposed upon jary commissioners 
in passing upon the intelligence and uprightness of 
their neighbors, hasa tendency to lower the stand- 


ard for intelligence and virtue of these impor!" “

officials in this, they are so severely criticis” 
by two classes of their neighbors that the \we}] 
will become so undesirabie that our best meu.’, 
not accent the office of jury commissioner. 

One cliss abuses the commissiouers because they 
ae not regarded as possessing sutlicient intelligence 
and uprightmess to have their names upon the jury 
list at all. 

The other class abuse the commissioners because 
they are notregarded as the most experienced, in- 
tellizent and upright of their fellow citizens, and 
are, therefore, consigned to tie traverse jury Lox. 

This change wiilretieve the commissioners trom 
the unkind criticistns of one ofthese classes, and 
this will be a large gain. 

But this is not the most important consideration 
in this connection. 

5. The present system is not the best. because the 
discriminations incident to it beget jealousies which 
are not conducive to a healthy condition of society. 
Anything which.tends to estrange the citizens, or 
rencers socicty inbarmonious, is to that extent 
hurtful and pernicious, 

6. Enlarging the aggregate intell’gence Pia, 
juries willinsure more speedy and nmiore ne 
rect verdicts. 
dicts in proportion to the intelligence and upright- 
ness of the men who pass upon their rights. 

In other words, as you elevate the standard for 
intelligence and uprightness of trial juries, you in- 
crease satisfaction with their findings, 

Hence, will follow fewer motions for new trials, 
and a consequent saving of labor to the attorney 
and expense o the client. 

A Vast savinzgtothe counties will also resultin 
lessening court expenses. 

lewer cases will goto the supreme court, anda 
more speedy deiermination of litigation will follow. 

The dockets of our highest judicial tribunal will 
not be crowded as now, its judges will not be so 
overworked as to demand an inercase in their num- 
ber, thus money, time and men will be saved. {| 

Fur, I verily believe, Mr. Speaker, that thischance 
will so lessen the business in our supreme court 

bat the present number of judges can, without 
overwork, transact the current business. 

Legislation which even promises this one result 
shouid have our hearty stipport. Under the older 
jury system appeals were allowed from one jury to 
another in the superior courts. Were this now aur 
therized, there would be less necessity for the 
change sought, but in the nbsence of the right of 
appeal, aud for the other reasons I have given, and 
others which I hope wiil te given, I think, Mr. 
Speaker, this change is demanded. 

I hope the bill will pass. Twoxthirds of all the 
en hg oi this house miust vote for it in order that 

t pass, 

o not, I beg you, allow the small expense inci- 
dent to the raiification of th e amendment prevent 
your voting for this Lill. If the bill is right, vote for 
it; if itis wrong, vote against it. 

MR. GAMBLE OF JEFFERSON, 
made a strong, practica! speech in favor of the bill. 

“Now, in ™y own county,” said he, “the distine- 
tion between these two classes of jurors has siirred 
up jeaiousies and strife. 

Jury commissioners feel that they are bound to 
make cnemies, bo matter how couscientiously or 
how carefully they discharge their duty, and good 
men are reluctant to acceptany such position, It 
is possible, then, that bad men may become jury 
commissioners, aud the wholvu sysiem become cor- 
rupted. 

The dutics of a petit juror require more expense 
and intelli; ence, broadly speaking, than those of a 
grandjuror. It is unjustin the first place to make 
any such distinction.” 

MR. HERRINGTON, OF EMANUEL, 
favored the bill. 

“The petit juror,” said he, “has in his hands 
matters of human life and death, and intricate 
questions involving the title to propérty. The du- 
ties of the grand juror are comparatively insignifi- 
cant, Certalnly the present distinction is unnatural 
and unjust,”’ 

JUDGE LAWSON, OF PUTNAM, 
followed in support of the bill. Judge Lawson is 
one ofthe most original and forcible thinkers in 
the house, and his speech yesterday was a practical 
and instructive as well as an interesting one. 


Mr. Lawson said: At the requestof the au. «+ -“ 


this bill 1 desire to submit a few remarkgore t 
support. 1 will first notice some of the objectiona 
which I have heard to the measure. 

It is alleged thatthe present jury laws are the 
same that we had in ante-bellum times and is 
therefore good enough. ‘lis is an error, True 
that in ante-bellum times we bad two jury boxes, 
and that there was a substantial distinction be- 
tween the grand and petty juries. But the differ« 
ence between the juries then and now is that in 
ante-belliem times every litigant could, if he chose, 
have his cauge tried by two juries; first, by the petty 
ury and second by anappeal to the grand jury. 

otsonow. The law makes no provi-ion now for 
an appeal from the trial jury to the grand 
jury. Theold system wasa good one, established 
by the fathers in 1799, and was the best that pre- 
Vailed, so far as I know, in any part of the union. 
In addition to this they had the same relief in-a new 
trial that we havenow. 

Others allege that a new trial is an adequate 
remedy for the defects in the jury system. I deny 

Inthe first place,a new trial is expensive 
and promotes delay in the trial of causes. Every 
one knows that two trials of the same cause is more 
expensive to the county and to litigants than one 
trial, and that a new trial must cause a delay of at 
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quainted with the witnesses, does not know their 
character for veracity, and can 
not, when the evidence is conflicting, determine 
who fs entitled to most credit. He is like wise un- 
acquainted with the jury, and cannot tell what 
ne to atlach to their intelligence and impar- 
tiality. 

4. a new trial gives to the unscrupulous party the 
advantage of an honest party. One trial discloses 
the weak points of the cause, and affords an oppor- 
tunity toa pasty to supply the defects by methods 
not always consistent with justice. 

Some of the Aaection® to the present system are: 
1, That the discrimination made In the selection of 
‘rand and traverse juries is derogatory to the latter. 

tis humiliating and degrading to the latter. To 
be a member of the grand jury ofa county is recog- 
nized asa position of importance and distinction— 
never more sothan by the grand jury themselves. 
They are accounted the most experienced, intelli- 
gent and upright citizens of the county. They 
have been selected as such by the jury commis- 
sionera. Some of them pose as such before the com- 
munity, and it mor be true thatthey are. But the 
mere fact that a selection has been made is humill- 
ating to all who have beeu rejected. Their intelii- 
gence may be of as high standard and their charac- 
ter just as pure as the favored ones, but for lack of 
experience or on some other ground they have been 
mews on and rejected. They must, therefore, sit 
n the court irom day to day in the face of the pub- 
lic with this brand uponthem. Experience is the 
talisman that must elevate one and depress the 
other. The young men, therefore, irrespective of 
talents and character, must always be rejected, 

2. The selection issometimes influenecd by per- 
sonal or partisan feeling. The jury commissioners 
have the weuknesees and infirmities of men. They 
may put up one for the reason that heisa favorite; 
they may pull down another for the reason that he 
is unfriendly tothem. Taey may put up and pull 
dewn men for no other reason than that the vic- 
tims belong to this or that party, to thisor to that 
clique, to the organized or to the ihdependent wing 
of the prevailing p litical party. And Jet the com- 
missioners be as conscentious as they may, they 
cannot avoid criticism and censure, There is 
always dissatisfaction, and the alleged misconduct 
ofthe commissioners has aflurded many dema- 
gogues an excuse ior becoming candidates for the 
legislature. 

%. The system isthe worst of any in the United 
States, In Arkansas and West Virginia the grand 
jurors are required to be freeholders, but no differ 
ent mental or moral qualification is prescribed for 
either set of jurors. In ajl other states the requi- 
site qualifications are the same, All the states re- 
quire certain mental and mo ai qualifications, but 
they are required of both grand and traverse jurors. 
Each state has itsown system of selection. ia two 
of the states of the American union the jurors are 
clected by Lallot, and the mode differs in many of 
the siates, butin all of them the grand traverse 
jurors are placed on the same level as to qualifica- 
tions, and this bill seeks to place them on the same 
level here, 

It does not seck to exclude from the jury box any 
man who is now qualified, nor to include any man 
who is now unquatified, It seeks to make every 
qualified juror either a grand ora trayorse juror as 
the lot may fall. Andin this manner elevate the 
average intelligence of the trial jury, 

And why should not this be done. Can any man 
offer a good reason why the most experienced, in- 
telligent and mpeignh turer, should be employed in 
inspecting records and public property, and in pre- 
ferring indictments, while a man’s life, reputation, 
liberty and property andall he holds most dear, 
should be left to the arbitrament of jurcrs who are 
less so. Such a  coudition of things is 
anomalous and incongruous with 
reasovu. The statement thatsuch is the case would 
shock our credulity worse were we not 80 accus- 
tomed tothe fact. In Scotland and in Continental 
Europe, civil causes are never submitted to trial by 
jury. ‘Che common people are supposed to be in- 
capable of distingnisbing the fact and the right. 
Learned and trained judges are employed in the 
work. In Englaad jurors try civil causesina nar- 
row sence—their functions are limited; they find 
the fact and the judge deduces the infer- 
ences of law. But in this country their functions are 
much wider, Here ¢asesof a great multitude of 
facts, forming wide combinations of great per- 
plexity,in which realities stronger than fiction 
sometimes oceur, and submitied to the 
decision of a jury. They must dissect 
the facts, comparel and weigh their value, deter- 
nine the credibility of witnesses, analyze the prin- 
ciples of law given in charge by the court, deter- 
minethe relation of law to the facts, deduce the 
lezal inferences trom the facteand therein embody 
their conciusiong of both law and factin a general 
verdict. This isall to be done by untrained and 
incxperienced men, Who is astonished that they 
sometimes err? and who will insist that a system 
that requires so much caunot be or ought not to 
be Bimproved?

Hereafter the clerk of the bourd of county 


sommissioners will receive a salary of twenty-_ 


five hundred dollars a year. 

Since April last the salary has been eighteen 
hundred. The seven hundred dollar increase 
was made yesterday at the mecting of the 
commissioners. Hun. John T. Cooper, who 
has filled the office for the past twenty-oue 
years, was the unanimous choice of the 
hoard. No other names were proposed, 
and Mr, Cooper’s election, together with 
the. increase in his compensation, was 
a magnificent conrpliment to his abiiity and 


popularity. 
Mr. Cooper's term expired on the first of 


October, and his electlon yesterday was for the 


ensuing two years. 
HOW IT WAS DONE. 

Just previous to the elestion of clerk Mr. 
‘Cooper handed Judge Calhoun a communica- 
tion which he desired be read to the board be 
fore the vote was taken. Clerk Cooper then 
retired to another part of the courthouse, and 
in his absence he was re-clected and the sal- 
ary fixed. 

Some discussion was had as to the length of 
time for which tbe clerk couid be elected. 
Major Kiser called for the law on the matter— 
that inthe bill providing for a county clerk 
passed by the last legislature. The bill 
change: d the term from one to two years, avd 
that part of the ele ‘tion was settled. 

Judge Calhoun then read the communi- 
cation presente by Mr. Cooper. 
The gist of the document, which was 
quite len; gthy, was that, in view 
of the lon and faithful service he 
had re ndered, pe twenty-one years, he was 
entitled to better remuneration, the amount 
asked being $2,500. Mr. Cooper stated that 
during his long connection with the office 
there had never be en an error found in his 
books or accounts, though they had been fre 
quently examined by the grand jury and by 
He concluded his communication by 
saying that though the duties of his oflice were 
not onorous, such was only due to his long ex: 
perience and thorough knowledge of the work. 
Any other person, unac guainted with the 
office would find the duties exceedingly on- 
orous. 

After reading the communication Judge 
Calhoun paid Mr. Cooper a high compliment, 
urging that his request be complied with. He 
said the position was an exceedingly important 
one, and the incumbent should be compensated 
accordingly. 

Major Kiser then introduced a resolution, 
re-electing Mr. Cooper at a salary of 
$2,500 provided he devote all his 
time to the county and not 
accept any other office while clerk of the board 
of county commissioners. Every one of the 
five commissioners voted for its adoption, and 
Dr. H. L. Wilson was made a committee of 
oue to notify Mr. Cooper of the action. 

When he returned with Dr. Wilson, Mr. 
Cooper thanked the board for his re- election, 
assuring it of his future devotion to the inter- 
ests of the county. 

Other Matters. 

The board nassed resolutions instructing the 
committee on public buildings to decorate the 
court house with exposition colors. The work 
will be commenced immediately. and when 
the Piedmont exposition opens next Monday, 
om courthouse will be a mass of red, White and 

ue. 

The report of the sheriff showed that during 
the past month there had been only three 
mild cases of sickness in the county jail and 
chair gang. 

A resolution that will be appreciated 
by the attorneys was passehi | In 
the clerk’s oflice there are thirteen dlg¢di ahd 
seven mortgage books, which have no general 
index. The committee on public buildings 
was*instructed to have these books indexed at 
Snce, which will be a great convenience to the 
public generally, and to lawyers in particular. 

At the next meeting of the board bids for the 
new wing to the courthouse will be opened, 
and also those for the construction of an iron 
bridge ucross the Chattahoochee river.
